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The Examiner acknowledges applicant's RCE filed 2/3/05. Claims 1-28 remain 
pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1, 2, 23, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by US Pat. 6894252. (US'252) 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Referring to Fig. 1, US'252 discloses a rack oven with an airflow passage 46 
from the heat exchanger section to the rack receiving section, causing air to flow along 
the top wall including a rear portion of the rack receiving section, toward an opposite 
side of the rack receiving section before turning toward the rack near the side opposite 
the heat exchanger section, and water supply means 42 for steam generation. 

Claims 1, 2, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
the admitted prior art in US'252. Referring to Figs. 8A and 8B, the admitted prior art 
discloses a rack oven with an air flow passage 206 from the heat exchanger section to 
the rack receiving section, causing air to flow along a wall portion of the rack receiving 
section, before turning toward the rack near the side opposite the heat exchanger 
section, and steam supply means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US'252 
or the admitted prior art in US'252. 

Claim 28 recites only a rotating rack, which is obvious over US'252, or the 
admitted prior art in US'252, because such were well known means to enhance heating 
uniformity in the field of proofing ovens. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4-22, 25, and 26 are allowed.
